So regular and 
methodical had he been that his absonce on 
Tuesday afternoon caused some comment. On 
Monday when the bank opened, Bussey: was 
at his usual place behind the counter, and 
throughout the day he —— 
as diligently as ever. On ‘Tuesday, 
(yesterday,) he’ came at the usual 
hour, and during the forenoon discharged his 
work. Those about him who had grown ac- 
customed to his laughter and jests, noticed 
nothing unusual in him, Indeed he was just 
as lively and gay asever. About 2 o'clock, 
hnowever,he began to complain of a to othache 
and in a short time left the bank, ¢ that 
he was going tosee a dentist.

('nder this head the Philadelphia North 
American discusses, in a calin and thought- 
ful way, the propriety of requiring an edu- 
cational test for voters, 

The question is beginning to be agitated, 
not only in the south but in some of the 
northern states. The idea is that the men 
who vote forour rulers and law-makers 
should have sufficient intelligence to enable 
them to judge men and measures-and act 
in accordance with the spirit of our govern- 
ment, ‘The ability to read and write carries 
With it the presumption that the possessor 
of these qualifications is an intelligent man, 
although it does not follow that he is fit to 
exercise the privilege of voting. , 

Undoubtedly a suffrage based upon edu- 
eated intelligence would be desirabie, but 
our Philadelphia contemporary thinks that 
it would not be just to require an educa- 
tional test until we have provided adequate 
means for the schooling of the masses, In 
some of the older northern states this has 
been done, but in the south, where our 
public school system is virtually in its in- 
fancy, it would work a hardship to mans 
if the states should suddenly prescribe this 
new- qualification for voting. 

It is impossible to deny this proposition, 
as much eo as it is impossible to deny the 
fact that ignorance debases suffrage and 
makes it the easy prey of corrupt politicians. 
Our remedy for an evil, which is in some 
measure the result of our own negligence, 
should not be in the nature of a sudden and 
revolutionary reform, The best and tairest 
way of making our voters intelligent is not 
to place the ignorant under the ban of dis- 
franchisement, but to extend the scope of 


-free education and in the course of another 


generation raise the masses to a higher in- 
tellectual plane. The present educational 
policy of Georgia is on this line, andincom- 
paratively a short period it will reduce the 
percentage of illiteracy to such a low figure 
that it will be inconsiderable. The march 
of popular intelligence will satisfactorily 
solve this problem in the first quarter of the 
twentieth century.

The Artesian Well. 

Eprrors CONSTITUTION: Some weeks since, 
the board of health and Professor MeCandless pro- 
nounced the water from the artesian well impure 
and unhealthy. I have seen no denial of this charge 
in the press, and have heard of no proposition to 
remedy the cvil. Pure water is as cssential to 
health as pure air, and the remedy tor the 
impurities in our artesian well isso simple thatl 
am greatly surprised that it has not been suggested 
or applied long before this. It is a well-known fxet 
that in drilling artesian wells in this vicinity 
veins of water are found at a depth of trom 
100 to 350 feet, all these veins are tilled with surface 
water. which is necessarily impure and should be 
sliut off trom the water coming fromthe vein 1,100 
feet below the surface. This can be very easily 
and cheaply done by casing the wellto a depth of 
about 400 feet witha rubber packing on lower enée, 
that will shut off all water above that point. The 
cost will be trifling compared with the value of 
pure waterand should be atiended to at once. 
Thousands of our people are afraid to drink the 
water, and as the spring appreaches the demand for 
pure water will greatly increase. If itis the duty 
of the water commissioners to atiend to this matter 
they cannot afford to delay it. C.K

BONFIELD AND SCHAACK REMOTED 
FROM OFFICE. 
An Order Over Which the Anarchists and 
Other Low Classes of Chicago Will Re- 
joice—A Talk With Inspector Bonfield. 
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Cuicaco, February 6.—-Inspector Bonfield 
and Captain Schaack were tonight indefinitely 
suspended from office. Bonfield and Schaack 
are the officers whom the Chicago Times has 
been charging with corruption in office, the 
specitications iget 4 that the pair were virtually 
in league with the gamblers, saloon keepers 
thieves and demi-monde. The first result of the 
charges was the immediate filing of libel suits 
against the Times, and these suits were added 
to daily. 

Suspended in company with the inspector and 
captain is Detective Loewenstein, the officer 
who aftera terrible hand-to-hand struggle, 
succeeded in arresting the anarchist Louis 
Lingg. 

The suspension order is signed by Mayor 

toche, who was nominated by the republicans 
in the excitement following the Haymarket 
affair, und elected on an anti-red flag platform. 
The mayor begins his order with the recital 
that the charges against the accused are ‘‘made 
bya newspaper heretofore recognized as an 
organ of a political party.”’ He disclaims 
any intentlon of determining by his action 
whether the accusations are true or not. The 
ground for suspension is stated to be precau- 
tionary, or in the mayor’s ownlanguage, ‘‘that 
the efficiency of the police system be not im- 
paired.’’ The courts, the mayor states, have 
declined to expedite the trial of the cases 
which would prove or disprove the charges. 
The suspension is ordered, ‘‘unti] ample time 
has been given for a judicial determination of 
the matter, or the charges haye been dis- 
proved.” 


,ONFIELD INDIGNANT. 

The veteran talked coolly, but bitterly. 
said; 

‘‘T have known for a long time that pressure 
has been brought to bearupon the mayor to 
remove me for political reasons. For days I have 
been receiving calls from men high in repub- 
lican councils, who haye uagec as the reason 
for my retirement the antagonism of the an- 
archists, gamblers, prostitutes and the dive 
keepers to the administration.

The mayor’s remarks created an animated 
discussion among the members, aud the result 
was the appointment of a special commiitee to 
investigate workings of the relief committre. 
The committee consists of Messrs. Hutchison, 
chairman; Thomyson, Inman, Haas and 
Meader. 

At its meeting tomorrow this committee 
will thoroughly iuvestigate the matter and 
uiake a report to the council at its next meet- 
ing. 

Several.of the members the commit- 
tee seen yesterday, and although 
they were very reticent about the matter, ex- 
pressed themselves as Confident that the relief 
committee and warden would be completely 
exhonorated. They did not seem to thing 
there was any grounds for believing that the 
city charity had been misapplied, but thought 
their report would lead to a better understand- 
ing between the relief committee the 
council 
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HE HANDLES NO MONEY. 

It is proper to state here that the city ware 
den, who is accused of extravagance in dis- 
pensing the city charity, not 
handle a cent of money, but gives the applis 
cant for charity an order on some merchant, 
who presents the order to the relief committee, 
by whom itis approved. In case of the death 
of a pauper, the eity warden simply approves 
the recommendation of the ward physician, 
who grants the burial permit, and orders the 
body interred at the city’s expense. 

he cost of a pauper’s funeral is $2°50—one 
dollar for the cotiin, and one dollar and a half 
for transportation, 
THE CITY WAEDEN TALKS. 

A reporter saw City Warden Lee yesierday 
and asked him for his side of the question, 
tie said: 

‘The city warden is the servant of the relief 
comlnittee, is appointed at their recommenda- 
tion to relieve them of a large amount of work 
which necessarily devcives upon them, and ig
